ison; Jacob wrestled with an- 
gels and brought home glory. Of 
these two brothers, evidence is in 
favor of their opposite natures; 
howbeit, nothing is so contrasting 
as their two rewards. Esau gained 
favor with Isaac. Jacob gained fa- 
vor with God. Obviously, prayer 
made the difference. 

One does not have to be told 
that prayer is the most discussed, 
yet least enacted subject in the en- 
tire frame of human knowledge— 
observance is enough. The foregoing 
citation of Jacob and Esau is often 
discussed, not to mention every 
other example of prayer in the Bi- 
ble. Even in popular magazines, 
prayer has made frequent appear- 
ances. Orators, philosophers, scien- 
tists, and psychologists speak of its 
influence, and often propose a for- 
mula for its effective use. No little 
mention of the subject appears in 
the church bulletin or Sunday 
School and Y.P.E. discussion; how- 
ever, even here it seldom is seen at 
work. The revival needed today in 
our nation, our church, and in our 
hearts is the business of prayer. 


Many desire the title of a fer- 
vent prayer warrior; yet few are 
willing to pay the price. One who 
is capable of diagnosing the case 
but incapable of administering aid 
is a useless physician. Likewise a 
worthless church member is one 
who knows the church’s need, but 
does little to solve it. Christ once 
spoke to a man, pointing him to 
the route of eternal life, but “he 
went away sorrowfully, because he 
had great riches.” Everyone is will- 
ing to admit the need of prayer 
and to acknowledge the nobility of 
being a prayer warrior, but “where 
is the group who will stand in the 
gap and make up the hedge?” Have 
such become history’s captives and 
modern time’s loss? 


The need for prayer and prayer 
warriors is the expression of the 
preceding lines. The fact is, to gain 
spirituality we need to be preach- 
ers, laity, and voices given to much 
prayer. Thorough study of the sub- 
ject means to arrive at a more 
comprehensive view of prayer’s 
qualities. 

Prayer, like money, is a medium

of exchange. While money is ex- 
changed for physical necessities, so 
must we realize that there are spir- 
itual needs for which only prayer 
can be exchanged. Too, money of- 
ten represents labor and prayer 
represents no little toil itself. Man 
in prayer, like Jacob, wrestles, la- 
bors, and travails to crucify self. 
When this spiritual death evolves, 
then has the prayer warrior found 
depths, widths, and heights untold 
to the natural man, explainable 
only to the spiritual. 

Any time anything has been 
brought from the hand of God, 
someone has been in his prayer 
closet. Of the great awakening 
which Charles Finney, Jonathan 
Edwards, and David Brainerd were 
a part, this element was true. In- 
somuch that prayer is a cry from 
a hungry heart, people spiritually 
starved in this era turned to God. 
Pure and undefiled religion is knee 
religion. 

Amid the simplicity of life in the 
old world, the hard toil of tending 
the ground, and short family gath- 
erings, Enoch found time for fre- 
quent devotion. So profound did his 
love for fellowship and commun- 
ion with God become until he had 
little time for anything else. The

short narrative of this mighty saint 
ends with, “and he was not, for 
God took him.” Prayer had caused 
this translation. Then Paul catches 
the spirit of Enoch in Romans 
12:2: “And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your mind ...” 

To the physician a criterion in 
recognizing a disease is the symp- 
tom. Flesh that is unusually red 
with a pimplish effect may draw 
the verdict of measles, while ab- 
normal swelling around the jaws 
may be tagged as mumps. Likewise, 
to the believer prayer is the symp- 
tom of faith (Matthew 21:22). 
Bended knee shows belief in a high- 
er power, that is, when one’s heart, 
soul, and emotion are enveloped in 
the act. 

Before any religious movement 
declined, the members stopped 
praying. Numbers became their 
business instead of prayer. That 
God is concerned about numbers, 
righteous numbers, is conspicuous 
in His Word. However, this dilem- 
ma of “get them in the church; 
then get them saved” has poisoned 
Christ’s soul-winning institute. Pray 
them under conviction of the Spirit. 
Although this is old-fashioned, it is

As the 
Church of God in Iowa builds up- 
ward and onward under the lead- 
ership of the Holy Ghost, which is 
a natural and expected thing, I feel 
the time will come when Iowa will 
not be classified as a missions 
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T THE TIME of this re- 

port, I will have completed 

three years of work in New 
York State. I can say it has been 
a time of great enjoyment. 

Since the last Assembly we have 
been enjoying some great times of 
fellowship. This is especially true 
in profitable revivals, camp meet- 
ings, conventions, prayer confer- 
ences, and ministers’ meetings. 


We have not been able to start 
as many new churches as we would 
like to have, but we have all 
worked together to try to strength- 
en and build our now existing 
churches. In our efforts: to:dea«this, 
our ministers have preached 3,645 
sermons, giving us an increase over 
last Assembly period, percentage 
wise, as follows: converts, 50 per 
cent; sanctified, 300 percent; Holy 
Ghost — 25 per cent; church 
membership} 30 per cent. For this 
we are thankful. 


However, we are thankful for 
the one church organized this year. 
This was started in West Babylon, 
Long Island. Brother Ellsworth 
Moore, the present pastor, was re- 
sponsible for this work. They are 
now fast becoming one of our 
busiest churches, carrying a com- 
plete program in every detail. They 
have a nicely furnished church 
building in a good location. They 
may use it, rent free, for as long 
as they desire. We have a good 
possibility of obtaining a deed to 
the property in the very near fu- 
ture. The electricity is even fur- 
nished in this building. Much has 
been done to improve the value and 
appearance of the building, and 
many souls are being saved there. 

Presently we have three men in 
new towns looking for buildings in 
order to start new churches. 
These men plan to stay and pastor 
them. 

Our state missions offerings have 
increased by more than 150 per 
cent, and our pledges for this year 
are far ahead of last. We are 
looking forward to another good 
increase in our missions giving.

All of our local churches have 
put forth a special effort to in- 
crease the value and the general 
appearance of their buildings, and 
they have done such a fine job of it. 
The Farmingdale, Long Island, and 
the Brooklyn, Bay Ridge Churches 
are doing major jobs. Farmingdale 
put all new ceiling, walls, floors, 
windows, recessed lighting, choir, 
automatic gas heating system, and 
are now getting ready to begin on 
the exterior of the building. Brook- 
lyn has done a complete job of 
redecorating the interior and ex- 
terior of their church. Inside they 
have put in stained glass windows, 
new carpeting, pastor’s study, and 
library. Outside they have repainted 
and put in new shrubbery. The 
yard work has earned for this 
church a new name in the neigh- 
borhood. In all, these churches are 
like new, and are so beautiful. 

Fifth Avenue, New York City, 
has done extensive work to their 
building, including a new front of 
blonde building tile. Our other 
churches, even though they have 
not gone into major operations, 
have done much to beautify their 
buildings. The Glens Falls Church 
has bought another two lots ad- 
joining their present property, 
which gives us one whole block, 
with the exception of one 50-foot 
lot. 

Every church is blessed with a 
Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Band, and 
as usual, our reports would be 
smaller if it were not for the work 
of these ladies. They are so faithful, 


and their work is not limited to 
raising funds for our churches, but 
they are visiting the sick, aged, and 
helping those who are in need. 

Moving our state headquarters 
upstate from New York City has 
helped us considerably in our work 
and traveling. We purchased a 
nice -two-story house in a good 
section of Glens Falls. We have 
remodeled it completely, with a 
new bath, kitchen, wall-to-wall 
carpeting, and a three-room office 
for the overseer and youth direc- 
tor. We have two full lots with 
a double garage. All of these things 
speak well for the church here. 

Barbara E. Yates (daughter) is 
serving as state youth directoress 
of our Sunday School and youth 
work, and these departments of 
the church are doing their part 
to strengthen and expand the work 
in the state.

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ARYLAND HAS been called 
VI] the land of pleasant. living. 

In this Free State, one can 
find the steep wooded slopes of the 
Alleghenies, the rolling hills and 
peaceful farm land, the flat, sandy 
soil and tangy, salty air of the 
eastern shore. Here, also, one can 
enjoy the tumbling streams of the 
mountains, the choppy waves of the 
Chesapeake Bay, or the pounding 
surf of the Atlantic. This is the 
land where oysters, crabs, and fish 
are bountiful. But here, too, much 
sin abounds. It was to this area 
that God sent Brother Ray H. 
Hughes three and one half years 
ago. 

Although Maryland was one of 
the first states in the Church of 
God to secure its own campground, 
and though the original camp site 
was adequate at first, it became 
increasingly apparent through the 
years that a relocation of the 
campground was needed. The ra- 
pid growth of our church work 
in the central and western por- 
tions of the state necessitated a 
more centrally located campground, 
and the desire to have the state 
parsonage, then eighty-five miles 
from the old camp site, in a 
closer proximity to the camp- 
ground. In essence, we needed an 
adequate and centrally located 
state headquarters. 

Brother Hughes and the state 
councilors, after much prayerful 
searching, decided upon the present 
site. It soon became apparent that 
God had directed them. Strategical- 
ly located halfway between Balti- 
more and Washington, D. C., on U.S. 
Highway 29, surrounded by more 
than three million people, the value 
of the land alone more than

tripled in less than two years after 
its purchase. 

With one hundred dollars as 
down payment, the equity from the 
old campground and state par- 
sonage, and tenacious courage and 
faith, work was begun on the pre- 
sent site. Thousands of man-hours 
were donated by ministers, laity, 
and friends. Plumbers, electricians, 
bricklayers, and carpenters all 
made tremendous sacrifices as they 
were led and inspired by the in- 
domitable and untiring efforts of 
their state overseer, Ray H. 
Hughes. Truly this was a labor of 
blood, sweat, and tears. 


As it now stands, the camp- 
ground consists of the following: 


STATE OVERSEER’S PARSON- 
AGE—This is a brick, ranch style, 
seven-room home with two full 
baths, a beautiful stone faced fire- 
place, carport, and patio. Appro- 
priate furnishings in the home are 
supplemented by wall-to-wall car- 
peting throughout the living room, 
dining. room, and hallway. 


STATE YOUTH DIRECTOR’S 
PARSONAGE—This is a five-room 
colonial home with stone and brick 
front and siding. It has hardwood 
floors throughout, excepting the 
kitchen, and ceramic tile bath. This 
home, too, is nicely furnished.

STATE OFFICE—This is a brick 
modern building with a state over- 
seer’s office, state director’s office, 
secretary’s office, reception room, 
storage room, and rest room. It has 
all new office furniture and is 
equipped with an electric type- 
writer, electric mimeograph mach- 
ine, dictaphone, and all metal file 
cabinets. It is air conditioned for 
summer comfort, with forced-air, 
oil furnace heat. 


TABERNACLE—This is all steel 
truss and roof with the front and 
back walls reinforced concrete 
block. Measuring eighty feet by 
one hundred twenty feet, it is one 
of the most beautiful tabernacles 
in the entire movement. 


CAFETERIA—This is a forty foot 
by eighty foot concrete block build- 
ing and is completely equipped with 
stainless steel cafeteria facilities. It 
has a walk-in icebox, double gas 
range, and restaurant-style for- 
mica top tables. One hundred twen- 
ty-five people may be seated com- 
fortably at one time. 


DORMITORIES—There are two 
modern, concrete block buildings 
with a total of twenty-two private 
rooms. These serve nicely as a boys’ 
dorm and a girls’ dorm during 
youth camp. 


CONVENIENCES—A total of sixty 
plumbing fixtures are installed in 
four locations on the camp site. 
An estimated $20,000 worth of 
plumbing has been done on the 
grounds, with all pipes being cop- 
per. 


MISCELLANEOUS—Much of the 
wiring is underground. There is 
also a nice picnic shed, a basket- 
ball court, six horseshoe pits, and 
a softball diamond. The state 
overseer’s home, the state youth 
director’s home, and the state of- 
fice are all equipped with alumi- 
num storm windows and screens. 
The state parsonage and the state 
office lawns are enclosed in steel 
fencing donated by friends of the 
church, A large neon sign at the 
entrance provides continuous ad- 
vertising for the Church of God. 
The southern boundary of the pro- 
perty borders the Middle Patuxent 
River, which provides a nice place

for swimming during youth camps. 

Building lots have already been 
surveyed by registered engineers 
and land surveyors and have been 
bought by private owners. Building 
restrictions have been drafted to 
insure a beautiful camp site in 
the years to come. All preferential 
roads on the campgrounds are 
black-topped. Located in the gently 
rolling wooded hills of Howard 
County, this provides not only an 
ideal camp site, but peaceful and 
beautiful living quarters for the 
state overseer, state youth director, 
and their families. 

Although valued and appraised 
by Arundel Federal Loan Associa-

tion at more than one-quarter of 
a million dollars, the present in- 
debtedness is only $52,000. This mir- 
acle has been wrought by men who 
were unafraid to allow their lives 
to be directed by God in these 
last days. Already an influence has 
been exerted in this community 
the lasting good accomplished will 
not be revealed until we stand be- 
fore His throne. 

In the past three and a half 
years we have had seventy-one per 
cent increase in number of 
churches and forty-five per cent 
increase in membership.

The Work of the Chand of God in 


Wisconsin and Minnesota

OD HAS abundantly blessed 

the Church of God in these 

two beautiful states. These 
blessings have been both spiritual 
and temporal. 

The reports since last Assembly 
through March of this year show 
202 saved, 97 sanctified, 69 filled 
with the Holy Spirit, and 140 added 
to the church. The tithe record 
shows a twenty-six per cent in- 
crease over the same period of the 
previous Assembly term. The 1959 
state convention missions and 
Home for Children offerings re- 
presented increases of sixteen per 
cent and thirty-one per cent re- 
spectively. For the third consecu- 
tive year, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota were prize winners in the 
national contest sponsored by the 
Church of God Publishing House. 
Last year they earned second place. 

Two new churches have been 
organized: one at Wausau, Wis- 
consin, where the state headquar- 
ters is located, and the other at 
Jenkins, Minnesota. Both are doing 
fine and have been an inspiration 
to the work in general. Dorene 
Upton is the pastor at Wausau and 
Earl Schultze at Jenkins. 

Presently Reverend Waitus H. 


Starling from Sidney, Ohio, is in 
Duluth, Minnesota, ready to make 
an effort to begin a Sunday School 
as soon as a suitable building can 
be located. Prospects are also bright 
for a Sunday School at Madison, 
Wisconsin, the state capital. 

With the help of General Head- 
quarters, we bought a very nice 
church building in Wausau, the 
value of which is at least $10,000. 
The Antigo, Wisconsin, Church has 
bought a parsonage in a nice re- 
sidential area. Now only three 
churches in the two states do 
not have parsonages. Two lots 
have been purchased just across 
the street from the Prairie du 
Chien, Wisconsin, Church where 
we hope to see a parsonage built 
as soon as conditions afford. Sever- 
al of the churches have been ex- 
tensively redecorated or remodeled 


and furniture added to the par- 


sonages. An acquaintance of 
Brother Manuel F. Campbell, pas- 
tor at Minneapolis, deeded forty 
acres of land between Minneapolis 
and Duluth to Brother Campbell, 
who in turn has deeded it to the 
church. This property could be de- 
veloped into a campground at an 
opportune time. 


We are very grateful for the 
evangelistic efforts which have 
been so wonderfully blessed of God. 
He has supplied our need for evan- 
gelists so that we have never been 
in want. The “Evangelistic Inva- 
sions” which started in 1957 with 
a team from Georgia, and in 1958 
with two teams from Tennessee, 
have been of untold help to us. 
Last May (1959) the South Caro- 
lina Overseer, Brother B. E. Ellis, 
brought his State Sunday School 
and Youth Director, Thomas Gras- 
sano, and eight other preachers for 
ten meetings, In May, 1960, Brother 
Ray Hughes and the Maryland State 
Council sent a team of five minis- 
ters. They were E, M. Abbott, State 
Sunday School and Youth Director; 
D. L. Abbott, pastor, Federalsburg, 
Maryland; P. H. McSwain, pastor, 
Washington, D.C., C. D. Coley, pas- 
tor, Cumberland, Maryland; and C. 
S. Culp, pastor, Joppa, Maryland.

The basis of wealth in Nebraska 
depends largely upon agriculture 
and ranching.

good work there. The church base- 
ment has been completely redeco- 
rated and provides comfortable 
living quarters.

state, because all things are possi- 
ble through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Since the last General Assembly 
we have had 161 saved in our 
churches, 57 sanctified, 46 baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, and 81 added 
to the church. Our ministers have 
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visited 7,244 homes and have 
preached 2,794 sermons. The mem- 
bers of the Church of God in Iowa 
have paid $32,589.25 in tithes. Our 
mission offerings last year aver- 
aged $10 per member. 

Four years ago this summer Iowa 
had her first youth camp and we 
have had the privilege of seeing 
our youth greatly blessed of the 
Lord in a marvelous way. In our 
youth camp services, there have 
been 65 saved, 34 sanctified, 24 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, and 
46 added to the Church of God.

The outside of the church 
is finished with a very beautiful 
rock veneer siding three fourth 
inches thick which looks like stone. 
A new addition to the front of the 
church contains the nursery and 
lobby. In addition to installing a 
new gas heating plant and an air 
cooler for the auditorium they 
have rewired the entire church 
building, re-ceiled the overhead, 
and painted and redecorated the 
interior of the church. Also they 
have remodeled the kitchen in the 
parsonage with knotty pine built- 
in cabinets.

They 
also added another room to the 
parsonage, relocated the bathroom, 
and painted and redecorated all the 
interior.

more scriptural. The church is the 
body of praying saints, not mixed 
multitudes. Hitherto, when prayer 
stopped, faith stopped and decay 
began. 

The inspired prayers of John 
Knox have need of re-occurrence. 


One only has to listen to know they 
were a symptom of faith. Once, as 
the story goes, John was found 
buried in the snow, half frozen, but 
a passer-by heard this - boiling 
prayer seep from the reformer’s 
lips; “Lord, give me Scotland or I 
die.” Such a prayer and such faith 
could only be possible through fel- 
lowship with God. 

Exchanging time in prayer for 
communion with God is an expe- 
dient trade with the Christian. Too, 
prayer, the symptom of faith, is too 
infrequently practiced, insomuch 
that the results are a_ starved 
church and a famished world. 


“I pledge my allegiance to the 
United States of America,” are the 
familiar dedicatory words spoken by 
most Americans. Fruits of true loy- 
alty are the essence of these words; 
when felt and meant, they are of 
great value. Notwithstanding, 
prayer is an act of allegiance by 
which man shows his faithfulness 
to God. 

Under the Persian law, in which 
life or death was the reward or 
punishment, people fearfully sub- 
mitted to the potentate. But with 
Daniel, it was different. He chose 
to follow his holy tradition. In 
prayer he fervently pledged his al- 
legiance to God rather than man. 
Likewise today, in similar circum- 
stances, we choose either to be 
obedient to the “heavenly vision” 
or pledge our allegiance to some- 
thing else. 

Consider the Bible’s hall of the 
prayerful and their fervent results. 
After four months of prevailing 
prayer, Nehemiah was honored be- 
fore kings. Elijah, as we see in the 
text, asked for a shower and the 
valleys were filled. Prayer has not 
changed; those who pray have 
changed. Furthermore, the famed 
old patriarch, Jacob, through tra- 
vailing prayer got his name 
changed. Every born-again child of 
God has witnessed the same, when 
his life was changed through ef- 
fectual prayer. 

Prayer changes things but not so 
much as it changes persons. There- 
fore, whosoever will, “by the blood 
of Jesus,” has access to God through 
prayer. We may turn the world up- 
side down by transforming our lives 
through effectual fervent prayer.
